Passes Initial City Hall Vote

SAN FRANCISCO - The board of 
Supervisors this week voted 10-0 to 
approve 3a Proposed city ordinance 
to move Chinatown's 19 licensed 
peddlers and clean up Chinatowan 
(EA[ 久 S/14/187). 

The ordinance，introduced by 
Supervisor Tom Hsieh，is designed 
to reduce congestion and litter on 
Stockton Street. Because it would 
necessitate amending city codes，the 
board of supervisors must vote on 
the measure twice. The second vote 
is Scheduled for Tuesday May 26. 

H 开 approved，it will go to the 
office of Mayor Dianne Feinstein， 
who has four weeks to Sign it. 

Many of the vendors licensed to 


sell from vehicles on Stockton 
Street actually park on cross Streets 
in Chinatown. Because of unwrit- 
ten agreements among the vendors 
they generally occupy the same Spot 
each week. 

However，under the new ordi- 
nance，all wouljd be required to 
move to Specially-designated parking 
Spaces On the south side of Pacific 
between Stockton and Powell and 
the east Side of Powell between 
Pacific and Jackson. 

Of the 19 licensed peddlers， 18 
are Still operating， and nine are SF 
residents. Attorney Joseph Malan- 
dra，who represents three licensed 
peddlers in opposition to the mea-

Sure，complained that the ordinance 
is confusing. While it is designed 
pIimarily :to correct problems on 
Stockton Street，Ssaid Malandra，it 
does not take into account that 
many peddlers no 1longer operate 
there. 


He expects the ordinance to pass. 
But，said Malandra， "if the bill is 
misleading，it can be challenged.

300 Stanford Students Protest '100 Years of Racism 
Despite Increased Minority Enrollment 


PALO ALTO - Last week，while , 
stanford University Was celebrating 
its 100th anniversary and garnering 
favorable Ppress _ attention for a 
newly-released study on its admis- 
Sions policies toward Asians，300 
students staged a rally to Protest of 
“100 years of racism." 

Speakers from Asian，Hispanic， 
black and Native American student 
organizations told the steadily 
growing crowd why many minority 
Students feel anger and resentment 
instead of pride as the university 
begins its second century. 

Mary Dillard of the Black Stu- 
dent Union said black students are 
often "told we are Segregating 
ourselves when we hang out with 
OUr friends or live in theme houses. 
We have been told there are not 
enough black Students who are 
good enough' to get into Stanford， 
and . . . that the only reason we 
got in here is because of affirma- 
tive action.” 

Twice at Stanford， she said， 
SOmeone had told her to "go back 
to Africa.” 

Anneliese Heyl of the Stanford 
American Indian Organization 
pointed to the inadequate opportu- 
nities for pursuing Indian studies. 
"There 1S an obvious discrepancy 
between what the_ university claims 
to Support and what we，as minor- 
ity Students，actually experience， 
She Said. 


Kim Liem of the Asian American 
Students Association complained of 
University insensitivity to special 
difficujties facing Asian Students， 
including "an Unspoken Pressure to 
asSsimilate." 

People in the crowd carried Signs 
protesting Such Policies as Stan- 
ford's continued investment in 
South Africa and the shortage of 
Women students and professors. 

The rally was organized by a 
newly-formed coalition of minority 
student groups which is promoting a 
"Tainbow agenda"” of proposed 


changes in minority student admis- 
Sions and aid，faculty and staff 
hiring，and curriculum. 

Last Monday morning，about 20 
members of the coalition occupied 
the office of President Donald 
Kennedy，who was out of town at 
the time. IThe Students demanded a 
public forum and an independent

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Non-Profit Entrepreneurs 
Sizzle' in the Tenderioln

SAN FRANCISCO (PNS) -Asteak- 


house franchise opened by a non-proft 
group in the Tenderloin is the cornerstone 
of a non-proftt economy that could be a 
model for reviving other down-and-out 
neighborhoods across the country. 

The rejuvenation of the Tenderloin 
has an unusual personality 一 done for the 
future of its residents，instead of at their 
expense. There are no hidden agendas to 
lure in the rich and prosperous，no secret 
blueprints for chic stores or luxury apart- 
ments. 

A decade ago, the neighborhood was 
slated for demise. The“bad”side of down- 
town that begins soon after the cable car 
line ends，the area was a beacon for tran- 
Sients，bums，Pprostitutes and drug dealers 
and a base for most of the citys homeless 
shelters. With 299% of its residents living 
below the poverty level, it ranked as one of 
the citys poorest areas， 

But things are changing，A_ unique 
netwotrk of more than 24 non-proftt groups 
that address the needs of the 24,000 people 
living in the Tenderloin，including those 
who still roam the street'， is proving that a 
non-proftt economy can generate wealth 
rather than drain it. 

In the instance of the Sizzler restau- 
rant，it is the elderly and the mentally 
handicapped living in the 157-unit hotel 
above it who _ have beneftted，their rents 
subsidized by proftts from the eatery. Real- 
ity House Westb a former drug rehabilita- 
tion _ center which owns the Sizzler and 
Cadillac Hotel，raised more than $1 mil- 
Lion in Private Sources to purchase the fran- 
chise，usually found off the freeways of sub- 
urbia ratherthan near a mecca ofsex shops. 


SOUTHEAST ASIANS 

Standing in front of the Sizzler Real- 
ity House administrator Richard Livings- 
ton ticked off scores of buildings and store- 
fronts that were once vacant,， There are 
nearly 100 Southeast Asian-owned busi- 
nesses in the neighborhood now, reflecting 
the heavy influx of Vietnamese，Cambo- 
dian and Laotian refugees， 

“Anyone betting on the future of the 
neighborhood ten years ago would have bet 
thatitwouldbebulldozed "said Livingston . 

Across from the Sizzler，young Viet- 
namese men line the window counters of 
two Vietnamese coffee shops，drinking a 


Sweet combination of dark coffee and con- 
densed milk poured over ice，their arms 
crooked on the backs of each others chairs. 
“French coffee”as it is called，has become 
the neighborhood's latest rage. 

Groups such as Reality House have 
acted more as shrewd businessmen than 
do-gooders in coming up with ways to bol- 
ster the new retail spirit and to Preserve 
low-income housing. Just as unprecedented 
as the opening of the Sizzler is the amount 
of housing owned by non-proftt corpora- 
tions. TIogether，these various corporations 
own 259% of the housing, believed to be the 
largest concentration of non-proftt housing 
in the country. 


“The Sizzler reflects the mentality of ， 


the non-proft groups in the Tenderloin， 
which is that ofentrepreneurssaid Roberto 
E，Barragan，who conducted a study of 
franchise development by community 
groups forthe National Economic Develop- 
ment and Law Center in Berkeley.

Now celebrating its first anniversary in 
operation, the Sizzler 一 the only one in San 
Francisco 一 was aimed to break down the 
Tenderloin's status as a ghetto by drawing 
outsiders in. It has done better than pro- 
jected，while playing host to more than 
90,000; custorners.5ThesSizzler employs 35 
people，more than half from the neighbor- 
hood. 

Tan Quach, aVietnamese refugee who 
lives in the Tenderloin，has worked as a 
waiter at the Sizzler since it opened. Speak- 
ing in broken English and wearing the Siz- 
zlers brown and orange cap, Quach said he 
is paid $4.25 per hour，plus medical and 
dental beneftts.“This is my third job since 
coming to the United States and my best，” 
he said. 

Half of the people in the TIenderloin 
are estimated to be Southeast Asians, The 
majority who opened restaurants，beauty 
parlors，and grocery stores did so by work- 
ing long hours and saving money because of 
the diftculty refugees have in securing bank 
loans，said Eva Schiorring，business devel- 
opment director at the Center for South- 
east Asian Refugee Resettlement，a non- 
proftt group in the Tenderloin . 


Non-proftt groups have tried to fortify 
these _ efforts by offering language classes 
and technical assistance in preparing loan 
packages，said Schiorring. The center has 
helped seven businesses start up in the Ten- 
derloin through a revolving refugee loan 
fund，with interest rates at about 29% less 
than prime， 

The revolving loan fund, launched in 
1985 with a pool of $100,000，will soon 
expand to $500,000 because of new grants， 
said Schiorring. 

The work created by these new busi- 
nesses has mainly been taken up by ex- 
tended family members because of fear that 
an outsider might steal from the establish- 
ment. Thus, non-proft groups run employ- 
ment blacement programs for those refu- 
gees who cannot ftnd work in the Tender- 
loin . 

“We are all looking toward the same 
goal，to help the residents and empower 
them”said Tho Do,，a Vietnamese refugee 
who serves as program director for theViet- 
namese Youth Development Center and as

Agnos Continues Quest 
To Compensate Victims

SAN FRANCISCO - Assemblyman 
and mayoral candidate Art Agnos 
has come out Strongly for monetary 
compensation to the 6060,000 surviv- 
ing Japanese Americans who were 
interned in World War 工 . 

He backs an impending California 
joint legislative resolution that calls 
for the passage of HR 442 and SB 
1009， Congressional legislation 
which authorizes the Payment. 
Earlier this year he co-authored 
Assembly Bill 1373$，which requires 
that an educational film be made 
about the internment of 120,000 
Japanese Americans. 

In 1983，Agnos supported legisla- 
tion to _ create a Japanese American 
Imuseum in LA，and in 1982 he co- 
authored legislation :to provide 
compensation to Japanese American 
civil Service employees who lost 
their jobs through internment， 

In an interview with the 有 okxsbei 
Waizzich1i， Agnos Said he hoped "that 
Congress will follow California's 
lead"” in compensating those who 
were "Victimized by the internment 
policies”during the war.

Chinn Ho, 人 ey Figure in 
Hawaiian Asian History， 
Dies of Heart Failure 


HONOLULU - Chinn Ho，a major 
fgure in the rise of Asians to 
prominance in Hawaii，died of 
heart failure May 1l2 in a Honolulu 
hospital where he had been under 
kidney dialysis for two weeks. He 
was 83 years 01d. 

His grandfather， who arrived 
from China to Honolulu in 1874$， 
planted Tice in the Swamp behind 
Waikiki Beach. By 1974，the invest- 
ment coOmpany headed by Ho sold 
the Dikai Hotel at Waikiki for $35 
million，a profit of $11.4 million. 

Ho moved from -door-to-door 
Sales, to 3a bank clerk position to a 
brokerage _ office job. Later he 
became the first Asian President of 
the Honolulu Stock Exchange and 
the first Asian to manage one of 
the Hawaiian land-based trusts. 

He organized an investment grouP 
that bought the "Pozmzolul Star- 
Bletii from whites who had 
always owned it，In 1971， 了 os 
group sold out to the Gannett chain 
for $3S million，but Ho remained as 
chairman of the Gannett Pacific 
Corporation.

A: You need patience， patience，

Doing 
business with China has gone 
through three stages: enthusiasm 
frustration and readjustment. The 
enthusiasm was on the part of both 
the Chinese and the Americans. 
From 1978 on there's、been this 
frenzy to do business with China. 
Were just coming out of the stage 
of frustration - characterized by 

changing policies and political 

instability, Now we are in the 

period of readjustment. Americans 
are Scaling down their expectations 
and the Chinese demands are 
becoming more realistic. 

Q: How capitalistic is China? 

A: Its moving; it's experimenting. 
That's part of the excitement in 
doing business with China. The 
curTent ITegime has promised to 
adhere to 3a new open-door policy. 
The term used is "market socialismy" 
rather than Socialism or capitalism. 
lts a.combination of both. 

Q: Is the new policy working? 

A: There are problems with the 
Open-door policy - such as vague- 
ness in Chinese law governing for- 
eign _ investment， difficulty in taking 

profits out of China，a debate on 
the pace of change，restrictions in 
technology sales to China on the 
part of our government， and 
finally， understanding cultural 

differences. China desperately 
needs foreign currency in order to 
obtain goals. What the country has 
done is incredible. In the earlier 
days it was starvation. Now every- 

body is at the level of substance. 
But that's not enough.A billion 
people look at television and they 
See what's happening in Taiwan， 
Hong Kong，Singapore，Japan and 
the Test of Asia，not to speak of 
the U.S Their expectations Tise. 

Q: How accessible is that huge 
market 证 the people dont have 
spending money? 

A: They need the products. They 
would buy a lot more 让 not for 
the ， foreign-exchange “PIToblem. 
China's desire to _ reach out to the 
U.S. in terms of business is driven 
by its need for foreign currency to 


buy other things， 


capitalist, 


like computers 

and technology. On the other hand， 

China is very cautious because it 

doesnt want to get into the Latin 
American Syndrome of the balance 
of payment deficit and huge debts 

Owed to the banks. 

Q: How are they going to avoid 
that? 

A: Thats why theyre slowing down. 

They currently have a $4 billion 

-balance-of-trade deficit. Those of 
us in the profligate nations with 

huge deficits like $160-plus billion 

laugh at $4 billion.“ Thats mini- 

scule. But from their point of 

view，its Symbolic of control and 

power by a foreign power. 

Q: Doesn't the Chinese fear of 
foreign domination make negotia- 

tions difficult? 

A: Definitely. There is no easy 

ansSwWer to the question of how to 

deal with that. First of all，one 

has to gain confidence and trust. 

The Chinese are not going to do 
business with rapacious foreigners. 

Theyve gone through that， That's 

whby it takes So long. That's why it

“We're never able to meet their 
entire needs”said Kim. "We try to 
do as much as we can." 

Services_ include a child care 
program，an ESL class for adults，a 
Senior citizens” program，an educa- 
tion workshop，a female single 
parents program，and a Small busi- 
ness technical assistance Program.

Through Project Interconnections, stu- 
dents can volunteer as tutors in high-school 
foreign-language classes.“The Chinese 
classes Stress Practical, conversational Man- 
darin，sSo_ volunteers domn't have to worty 
about knowing the standard classical dia- 
lect”，says Lin . 

Although over 90 volunteers responded 
to the call last year for Chinese，EFrench， 
and Spanish language tutors，Lin hopes 
that even more Chinese will join. Noting 
the increasing influx ofChinese immigrants 
from mainland China，Iaiwan，and Hong 
Kong，she stresses that“we need to stress 
the importance of Chinese to _ build bet- 
tet relationships and make this country 
Stronger.” 

And for bilingual students interested
